The most recent 
sign of the rapid ap- 
proach of the inevit- 
able split In football 
is the demand of the 
amateurs for a new 

* and separate selection 
committee for inter- 
national matches. 
That ts Just one morc 
example of the com- 
plete absence of blend 
between the two sec- 
tions of the game. It 

Is the lack of cohesion and 
agreement among the controllers 
of Association football that has 
reduced the professional inter- 
national tournnment to a one 
match affair—Enpland v, Scotland 
—supported by a series of farcical 
matches between the other coun- 
tries which might well be aban- 
doned, so unimportant have they 
become. ' 

One more example of clumsy 
compromise, The money-men say, 
“We are not golng to loan 
expensive players to any inter- 
national side, to risk them 
belng injured in a match that 
does not Interest us in the 
slightest, and does not bring us In

HONGKONG CENOTAPH 
” CEREMONY 


armistice Day, Wednesday, 
November 11,- will be observed in 
Hongkong with .the now traditfonal 
ceremony ot the Cenotaph. Details 
of the arrangements hove been 
issued and particular attention is 
directed: to “the ‘provision’ made to 
permit ‘Great War veterans Arid 
thelr relatives to attend. Some of 
these who are members. of the 
Hongkong Club. will be necom- 
modated on the Club balcony, For 
the others it jy announced .that the 
space on the ground floor of the 
Law Courts under the north 
verandab, and Including the pave- 
ment, will be reserved for those 
who took part, or who had relatives 
who took part, in the Great War, 
but who are Ineligible te view, the 
ceremony from the Hongkong Club. 
Admission will be by ticket. Ap- 
plications should be made :to the 
DAAG., China -Commnand, by 
November § (Sunday). Members 
of the Services and the Pollce should 
apply through their Commanding 
Officers. 

In ‘the eeremonin! parade will be 
representative detachments from the 
Royal Navy and Royal ‘Marines, the 
Army, the Royal Alr Force, the 
Naval Volunteer Reserve, the Volun-. 
teer Corps, the Merchant Navy, the 
British Legion, the Royal Artillery 
Association, the Koyal Englncers" 
Old Comrades’ Association, foreign 
Armtes and’ Navies, Consular ser- 
vices, St. John Ambulance, Boy 
Scouts and Girl Guides, : 

The Army will be represented by 
112 other ranks, in charge of three 
oMcers and including 28 non-com- 
missioned officers. The Navy will 
have 96 men present and the Alr 
Foree $0. The Volunteers’ fepre- 
sentatives will total 40 and the Naval 
Volunteers 20. There’ will be 50 
Boy Scouts, 20 cach from the Dri- 
tish Legion, St. John Ambulance 
and Girl Guides and ten cach from 
the other organisations. ‘ 

‘ The Programme 

The Service detachments will as- 
remble on Murray Parade Ground 
by 10.20 om. and march to the 
Cenotaph to be tn position by 10.45. 
At 10.52, the Naval Commander in 
Chief, the General OMcer Com- 
manding and the Officer Com- 
manding the Royal Alr Force will 
nerive at the junetion of Chater and 
Jackson Roads and there await: the 
arrival of His Excellency ‘he 
Governor. : 

The oMeciating clergy and‘ choir 
will take up their positons at 10.53 
and at 10.55 the pipers of the Volun- 
teer Corps will play ao Inment. 

His Excellency the Governor, 
escorted by Volunteer Corps motor 
cyclists, will leave Government 
House at that time and wlll arrive 
at the Cenotaph ot 10.57, 

At 11 am..one gun will be fired 
by n warship to announce the be- 
ginning of the two minutes silence, 
and another gun to Indicate its close. 
As the echors fade, the Buglers o 
the Ist Bn. Royal Ulster Rifles will 
sound ‘the Last Post. . 

The Massed bands will play “O 
God Our Help in Ages Past,” where- 
after prayer and blessing will be sald 
by the Clergy. 

The. bugiers will sound the Re- 
veille and the massed bands will 
play the Natlonal Anthem. 

Tlis Excellency the Governor will 
then lay his wreath at the foot of 
the Cenotuph, followed by the Ad- 
miral, the General and Air Force 
Commander, and after “them the 
representatives of the Merchant 
Navy, the Chinese Community, the 

suliir Body, tind “of foretgr 
armics and navies. ‘ 

His Execliency and the Com- 
manders-in-Chief -and. their staffs, 
the clergy and choir and civil officials 
will then depart, and the Services 
‘and Veterans’ associations will then 
place thelr wreaths. 

The representative | detnchments 
of the NghtIng forces will then march 
off, the Army ‘representatives re- 
turning, fo Murray Parade Ground. 

Wreath | bearers are especially 
asked to note that no wreaths ex- 
cept those of the Governor and 
Commanders-in-Chicf should be 
-placed ot the: Cenotaph until their 
Excellenctes have departed. : 

Indiyiduals placing wreaths will 
approach and‘ leave the Cenotaph 
by the western path, These wreaths 
should not be Inid until the troops 
have marched off. :

On the conclusion. of — the 
Cenotaph ceremony His Excellency 
the Governor ond staff, followed by 
the Naval Commander-In-Chief, the 
Generis) Officer Commanding . and 
the ONicer Communding the Royal 
Air Force, and the members of the 
Executive and Legislative Councils, 
will assemble at Government_House 
and proceed on foot to the Chinese 
Memorial Arch at the entrance to 
the Botanical Gardens, where they 
will arrive at 11.45. : 

Persons desirous of attending tnis 
ceremony should be in position not 
later than 11.40. 

There will be present six buglers 
from the Royal Ulster Rifles, «nd 
detachments of Chinese ratings - of 
the Royal Navy, the Naval Volun- 
teer Force, the Chinese Scctlon of 
the 40th ‘Fortress Royal Engincers, 
the Chinese Company of the Police 
Reserve and District Watchmen. 
These detachments are to be, in 
position by 11.35 a.m.

These figures are secured from statistics of dealers, confirmed 
by actual observations by a “Telegraph” correspondent at the depot 
aud abattoir at Kennedy Town, These show an average killing ‘of 
160 heads of “cattle” ench day. .

Mr. Bernard James Tindal

Meanwhile he advised avoldance,

The Government earnestly hoped that 
both parties In Palestine would co- 
operate to the fullest extent with the 
Commission and that ng a result the 
Commission would inaugurate, in a. 
lnnd where Britain had pad many 
disappointments,-an-era of prosperity 
and peace. 

The Royal Commission was strong- 
ly impartiol, declared the Prime 
Minister, and an entirely independent 
body, not controlled by the British 
Government and perfectly free to 
report In any sanse it sees fit.
